Section I.—Organization. 
1.—GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 
Controt AND MANAGEMENT. 


L Military detention barracks and military prisons established at 
Home and in the Colonies under the Army Act, are under the control 
of the Army Council. Orders in connection: with inspections, 
discipline, interior economy, and military training will bo issued 
under the authority of the Council. ‘4 


2. The military detention barracks and military prisons are under 
the command of the General (or other officer) Commanding the 
district or station, who will inspect them from time to time. 


Section II.—Duties of Officers, Warrant Officers and Non- 
Commissioned Officers, and Confidential Ren ores: 


“L—DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 
CoMMANDANT AND SUPERINTENDENT. 


_ 3. The Commandant will conform strictly to the law relating to 
detention barracks and prisons and to these rules, and shall be 
responsible for their due observance by others. 


4. In those detention barracks in which it may not be ieoned 
necessary ‘to appoint o Commandant, the Superintendent will have 
all ae authority, and exercise all the duties of a Commandant. 


5. The Commandant will exercise his authority with firmness, 
oa temper, and humanity, and enforce similar conduct on the 
staff. It is his duty to endeavour to instil soldier-like and morai 
principles into the mind of every soldier under sentence, letting him 
see that he takes an interest in his welfare, and by his good advice 
and kindly admonition to endeavour to convince him of his error, 
and to encourage him to aim at future good conduct and the attain- 
ment of a respectable character in the service and in civil life. . 
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6. He will, as far as practicable, visit the whole of the detention 
barrack or prison and see every soldier under sentence at least 
once in every 24 hours, and: cause any man who wishes to make 
a statement or complaint to be brought before the visiting officer 
on his arrival. In default of such daily visits and inspections, he 
will state in his journal how far he has omitted them, and the cause 
of such omission. He will, at least once during the week, go through 
the detention barrack or prison at an uncertain hour of the night, 
and record in his journal the hour of the visit. 


7. He will take an early opportunity of seeing all soldiers after 
their admission, and satisfying himself that they understand the 
rules and regulations to which they are required to conform, and the 
privileges they may gain by industry and good conduct. 


8. He will have the power to punish or suspend any civilian member 
of the staff for misconduct or neglect of duty. 


9. In case of the death, resignation, suspension, removal, or 
temporary absence of any member of the staff, the commandant will 
make such temporary arrangement for the duties as may be required. 
At home, if the services of a substitute are necessary, he will forward 
an application to the Director of Personal Services, War Office. In 
emergency cases, tho services of a substitute to act as a night- 
watchman may be obtained locally, reporting the occurrence to the 
War Office. Abroad the commandant will apply to the O.C. the 
station. A substitute will not, as a rule, be allowed in place of a 
N.C.O. of the Military Provost Staff Corps when on furlough. 


10. The commandant will not allow any person to view the 
detention barrack or prison except as provided by statute, or with 
an order from the proper authority, or according to instructions 
which may be issued from time to time, and will be careful that no 
visitor holds any communication with any soldier under sentence 
unless duly authorized to do so. A commandant is authorized to 
permit naval, military and air force officers, also petty and warrant 
officers on duty to visit the detention barrack under his charge. 


11. He will hear the reports every day at such hour as may bo 
most convenient. 


12. He will, at least once in each day, visit every soldier who is 
under punishment, and see that every such soldier is visited during 
the day at intervals of not more than three hours by the appointed 
member of the staff. 


13.. He will enter in the Commandant’s Order Book all his orders 
relative to the discipline of the detention barrack or prison. 


14. He will promote the utmost economy in every department, 


being careful to save all needless expense in the wear and consump- 
tion of articles used.: 
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15. He will notify to the chaplain or minister of the religious 
denomination to which a soldier under sentence belongs any case 
in which the life of such soldier appears to be in danger. 


16. He will, without delay, call the attention of the medical 
officer to any soldier under sentence whose state of mind or body 
appears to require attention, and will carry into effect the written 
directions of the medical officer respecting alterations of the discipline 
or treatment of any such soldier. 


17. He will be responsible that all members of the staff of the 
detention barrack or prison under his control are thoroughly efficient 
in all their duties, and that the instructors in military training and 
industrial work are thoroughly competent in every respect. 

-An understudy to the instructor in industrial work is to ‘be 
iiaintaiie at each detention barrack. 

Every N.C.O. of the Military Provost Staff Corps, above the rank 
of corporal, must be capable of giving instruction in and correctly 
supervising the industrial work of soldiers under sentence. 

All staff-serjeants and serjeants, especially those likely to proceed 
abroad during the next trooping season, are to receive special 
instruction in clerical duties, and in such details of the management 
of a detention barrack as may fit them to assist superintendents 
under whom they are required to serve, to bring the punishment 
of detention abroad to the same standard and system as at home. 


18. The Commandant will, if at home, inspect each of the branch 
detention barracks under his control once in every three months, 
or as often as may be considered necessary, and shall report any 
matter concerning the discipline and management which is unsatis- 
factory and which he is unable to correct. Under instructions from 
the War Office, he may at any time be detailed to inspect any deten- 
tion barrack to which a Commandant has not been appointed, or 
any barrack detention rooms in the command, in order to ensure 
that they are maintained on a proper system. 

Before visiting a detention or branch detention barrack or barrack 
detention room, he will notify confidentially to the officer com- 
manding the station or garrison in which the detention barrack, 
branch detention barrack or barrack detention room is situated, 
the time and date of his proposed visit, consulting the convenience 
of that officer in sufficient time to enable him to be present should 
he so desire. 

He will report in person to that, officer and will notify to him 
the result of his inspection in writing. 

A copy of his report will be forwarded to the War Office direct... 

‘Abroad, these visits will be made at the discretion of the G.0.C.- -in- 
C. on the recommendation of the commandant. 
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Mepica OFFicer. 


19. The medical officer will visit the detention. barrack or prison 
daily, and will, in the course of the week, see every soldier under 
sentence. Soldiers undergoing punishment and those who aro sick 
will be scen by him daily, or oftener if necessary. Should treatment 
in hospital be indicated he may direct any soldier to, be removed to 
hospital. 


20. The medical officer will oe a journal (A.B. 163) in which 
will be entered a daily account of every sick soldier under sentence, 
the nature of his illness, and the treatment ordered, and such other 
matters as:may be required under these rules ; and the commandant 
shall have access to this book and will make any observations therein 
that he may think fit, recording the date of entry. 


21. The medical officer will inspect weekly every part of ‘the 
detention barrack or prison and will call the attention of the com- 
mandant to any want of cleanliness or. defect in the drainage, 
ventilation, heating or other sanitary arrangements. -He will also 
bring to his notice any deficiency in the quantity or quality of the 
provisions or water, any insufficiency of clothing or. bedding, or any 
other cause which is likely to affect ihe health of the soldiers under 
sentence. 


22, When the medical officer considers it necessary to ati 
any test to a soldier under sentence to detect malingering, such test 
will only be applied by authority of an order from the G.0.C.-in-C, 


23. He will medically examine, on reception, or as soon after 
as possible, every soldier under sentence, and will record his state 
of health and such other facts connected therewith .as may be 
directed. : 


24. He will report. to tho commandant every. ¢ case in which the 
discipline or punishment seems likely to injure the health of a soldier 
under sentence, and the commandant will issue such directions as 
the circumstances may require. Should the medical officer be of 
opinion that the life of any soldier under sentence is endangered 
-hy his continuance in a detention barrack or prison, he will state 
‘guch opinion and the grounds thereof in writing to the commandant, 
who will duly report the circumstances to the proper authority. 


,, 25. He will examine every soldier under sentence and will report 
‘f-he ‘considers a man unfit to be kept at any particular kind of work. 
He will assist when called on in- assigning a task of work according 
to the physical capacity of a soldier under sentence. He will see all 
soldiers under sentence at physical training at least once a week 
and will from time to time examine them when they are at work, 
and will report to the commandant the name of any soldier whose 
health he considers to be endangered by a continuance at work of any 
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particular kind;°and thereupon such soldicr will not again ‘be 
employed at this work until the medical officer certifies that nea is 
fit for it. 


26. He will keep such statistical records of the health of the: 
soldiers under sentence, and other returns or documents as may be 
directed. 


27. He will report fetiodically, a as may be directed, on ihe Sendra 
health and sanitary condition of the establishment, the health of the 
staff, their capability for performing their duties, the health of the 
soldiers under sentence, ay on nen other point upon which a zepery 
may be required. 


28. Whenever he has reason to believe that the wate of a soldier 
under’ sentence is, or is likely to be, injuriously affected by the 
discipline or treatment, he will report the case in writing to the 
commandant, together with such directions as he may think proper, 
and ‘le will call the attention of tho chaplain to any soldier who 
appears to require his special notice. 


29. He may in any case of danger or difficulty, which appears ia 
him to require it, call in additional assistance. Any soldier under 
sentence requiring a serious operation will be removed to hospital. 


30. He will at once, on the death of any soldier under sentence, 
record in his journal the following particulars, viz., the time the 
deceased’ was taken ill, when the illness was first’ communicated 
to the medical officer, the nature of the disability, the hour the 
death occurred, and an account of the appearances after death (in 
cases where a post-mortem examination is made), together with ; any 
special remarks that appear to him to be required. 


31. Ho will submit a morning report to the commandant giving 
stich information respecting the number of soldiers under sentence 
remaining on the sick list, and the number reported sick, &c., as may 
be required. 


32. He will give directions in writing, for the immediate separation 
from the other soldiers under sentence, of any persons suffering from, 
or suspected of having, infectious disease ; for the cleansing, disinfec- 
tion and white washing of any apartments occupied by such persons, 
and for the washing, disinfection, or destruction of any infected 
bedding or clothing. 


‘33. When artificial heat is applied in a detention barrack or 
prison, it will be his duty to make a recommendation to the com- 
mandant as to the temperature to be maintained. 


'-34. He will, before a soldier is released from a detention barrack 
or prison, examine him and enter the state of his health in his 
general. register, and communicate in writing, if necessary, any 
particulars of the man’s case to the O.C. hospital in the’ station. 
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to which the man is going. He will examine every soldier under. 
sentence about to be removed to another place of detention or 
imprisonment, and will furnish a certificate stating whether the man 
is free from infectious disease and in a fit state of health to be removed. 


35. He will also transmit, through the commandant, to the 
War Office, an annual return on the prescribed form, accompanied : 
by a separate detailed report, of the medical transactions of the year. 


CHAPLAINS. 


36. Chaplains and officiating chaplains of all denominations: 
will, in carrying out their duties, be careful not to interfere with 
the established rules and regulations of the detention barrack or 
ptison or the routine of discipline and work. They will confer with 
the commandant on all points connected with their duties; they 
will co-operate with him, and with the other officials of the detention 
barrack or prison, in promoting the good order of the establishment, | 
so far as concerns the duties of their office. 


37. In every prison, detention barrack or branch detention 
barrack, a book (A.B. 127 or 129), to be called ‘‘ The Chaplain’s 
Journal,” will be maintained for the use of all chaplains and 
officiating chaplains visiting soldiers under sentence, and such. 
book will contain a record of any matter which they may wish 
to bring to the notice of the commandant; and the commandant 
or visitor, in the case of a branch detention barrack, will show in 
the book what action is taken in regard to such matter. 


38. Chaplains and officiating chaplains will, if possible, perform: 
divine service on Sundays and the other customary days, or at 
such times as may be appointed by the commandant, if it 
should appear that there is a sufficient number of soldiers under: 
sentence to attend, and the circumstances of the detention barrack 
or prison admit of the necessary arrangements for the purpose 
being made, Holy Communion will.be administered on suitable 
occasions to those who are desirous of receiving it. 


39. A soldier under sentence will attend divine service as often 
as it is performed, according to the forms of the denomination to 
which he belongs. Soldiers under punishment, except when in 
close confinement, will attend Divine Service, unless they are 
excluded owing to disorderly conduct. 


40. Chaplains and officiating chaplains will, so far as may be’ 
practicable, see every soldier of their persuasion under sentence, 
both on admission and on release, and will visit any sick and other 
soldiers of their persuasion who may at any time requiro spiritual 
advice and assistance. 
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41. They will communicate to the commandant any abuse or 
impropriety in the detention barrack or prison which may come to 
their knowledge. 


42. Each soldier under sentence who can read will be furnished 
with a Bible and prayer-book, such as are approved for the denomina- 
tion to which he belongs. Books deemed proper for religious 
instruction may be distributed to soldiers under sentence by the 
chaplains and officiating chaplains of their persuasion, with the 
sanction of the commandant. 


43. Chaplains and officiating chaplains will have acccss to the 
catalogue of books to be issued to soldiers under sentence, and if 
they make objection to any book it will not be issued to any soldier 
of their persuasion without superior authority. 


44, Chaplains and officiating chaplains will have access to soldiers 
under sentence at the usual hours for the purpose of affording to 
them religious instruction ; but they will not hold communication 
with any soldiers under sentence other than those of their own 
‘persuasion, except at the soldier’s request A daily list of soldiers 
who are sick or under punishment is to be placed at their disposal. 


OFFICIAL VISITORS, 


45. An officer, if possible not below the rank of field officer, will 
be detailed weekly by the G.O.C. or 0.C. tho station, as detention 
barrack or military prison visitor. Hoe will sce all men under sen- 
tence ; enquire into any complaints they may wish to make and report 
direct to the G.O.C. 

Complaints of soldiers under sentence may be heard in private. 

Except under special instructions, visits should not ordinarily be 
made during meal hours. ; 


46, The visitor of a branch detention barrack will also inspect the 
detention barrack throughout, examine all books, as in Appendix 
VIII, and during the first weck of each month, countersign the 
supply and fuel and light accounts, &c., and see that they are correctly 
kept and up to date. Ho will sce all the soldiers under sentence and 
ascertain if they havo any complaints. He will inspect the dicts of 
soldiers under sentence, and dispose of all offences committed by 
such soldiers. Ho will also investigate any charges against members 
of tho staff. For these purposes he will have the powers of the 
commandant, In cases of drunkenness or disgraceful conduct, he 
‘may place a N.C.O. under arrest and will report the caso to the 
G.O.C. or other O.C. the district or station, and forward a copy to 
the commandant by whom the branch detention barrack is con- 
trolled. 
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“A garrison adjutant or staff officer may be appointed petmanent 
visitor to a branch detention barrack under this rule’ in place of, 
or in addition to the visitor appointed under Rule 45. 

47, A board of. visitors will be assembled by a G.O.C. under 
Section 133 (2) of the Army Act whenever it shall appear desirable. 
Such board will consist of three field officers who shall, if practicable, 
bo not below the rank of lieutenant-colonel, but where such officers 
cannot with duo regard to the public service be assembled, may 
consist of two ficld officers, of whom one at least must be a licutenant- 
colonel. 


48, A copy of any entry made in the Visitors’ Minute Book 
will be forwarded to the War Office. 


2.—DUTIES OF WARRANT OFFICERS, NON-COMMIS.- 
' SIONED OFFICERS AND CIVILIAN EMPLOYEES. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS, 


49, Every member of the staff, while acting as such, will, by virtue 
of his appointment and without being sworn in before any justice, 
be deemed to be a constable and to have all such powers, authorities, 
protection and privileges for the purpose of the execution of his 
duty as a member of a detention barrack or prison staff as any 
constable duly appointed has within, his ronntabiewicl: by common 
law, statute, or custom. 


50. All members of the staff will frequently examine tho state 
of the rooms, bedding, locks and bolts under their charge, and 
report weekly on the prescribed form, &c. They will seize all pro- 
hibited articles, and deliver them to the commandant forthwith. — 


- 51. It is the duty of every member of the staff to direct the atten- 
tion of the commandant to any soldier under sentence who may 
appear to him to be not in health, though he may not complain ; 
or whose state of mind may appear to him to be deserving of special 
notice and care, in order that the opinion and instructions of the 
medical officer may be taken on the case, 


52. All members of the staff will reside in the quarters provided 
for them, unless they have permission not to do so, in which case 
they may be required to reside within such distance from the deten- 
tion barrack or prison as may be considered convenient. 


53. Members of the staff employed in charge of soldiers under 
sentence should strive to acquire a moral influence over them by 
performing their duties conscientiously, but without harshness, * 
They should especially try to raise the mind of the soldier to a 
proper feeling of moral obligation by the example of their own 
uniform regard to truth and integrity, even in the smallest matters ; 
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guch conduct will, in most cases, securo tho respect and confidenco 
of soldiers, and will make the duties of the staff more Satistnctory to 
themsolves and more useful to the public, 


54. All members of the staff, except those on night duty, aro 
expected to be within their quarters at such time of night & as may be 
directed from time to time, in order that their services may be 


available if required, and that they may bo in a fit condition foe ‘duty 
on the following day. 


55. No member of the staff shall be absent during the apse 
hours of attendance, or from any of the duties of the detention 
barrack or prison without permission of the commandant. 


56. Every member of tho staff shall, on being relieved from any 
particular duty, or on being transferred to another detention barrack 
or prison, point out to his successor all matters of special importance 
connected with his duties, and explain any directions of the com- 
mandant, medical officer, or other superior Stier, affecting any 
particular soldier under sentence. 


57, When going off duty for the night, members of the staff must 
‘hatid over their keys at the gate-lodge, or place appointed to be 
‘locked up in the proper receptacle, having first seen that tho fires aro 
out, the doors locked, and all safe. 


‘ 58. Members of the staff are required to watch the soldiors under 
sentence in their various movements and employments throughout 
the day, and at all times (including meals), to uso vigilance to prevent 
unauthorised communication by word or sign, between the soldiers 


under sentence, and when on duty at night, to preserve silence and 
decorum. 


59. Except as provided in these rules, no newspapers or books 
other than those supplied to the detention barrack or prison library 
will be permitted for the uso of the soldiers under sentence. 


60. Members of the staff will bo: careful to prevent prohibited 
-articles from being secreted for the purpose of being conveyed to 
soldiers, under sentence, and will immediately report any such 
occurrence... They will especially. guard against the clothes of 
workmen or.others being left lying about in places accessible to 
soldiers under sentence ;_and will report, at the earliest opportunity, 
any suspicious circumstance of this kind, or the loitering of improper 


or suspicious porsons whom they may observe uae the devnsow 
barrack or prison. 


,. 61. Special care niust be taken that, no ladders, ae wlieel- 
_ barrows, ropes, chains, implements, nor niaterials of any-kind likely 
to. facilitate. escape, are left carelessly. ‘exposed. at any tine in the 
yards or elsewhere. All such articles, when not in use, must be kept 
in their appointed places. Every membor of the staff is bound:to

report immediately any instance of such articles being left in neglect 
of this rule, whether it occurs in his own department of the detention 
barrack or prison or otherwise. 


62, Immediately on the escape of a soldier under sentence from 
a detention barrack or prison, a report is to be made to the 
local civil and military police, and also to the G.O.C. in order that 
a court of inquiry may be assembled to inquire into the circumstances, 
&c. The escape will also be reported to the War Office, and a copy 
of the proceedings of the court of inquiry transmitted as soon as 
possible. 


63. If the soldier is not re-captured, and remains absent for 21 
days, the commandant will, on the expiration of this period apply 
to the G.0.C. for the assembly of the court of enquiry laid down in 
paragraph 734, King’s Regulations, 1923. 

A copy of this court of inquiry and A.F. B 115 will subsequently 
be sent to the soldier’s C.0. 


64. The utmost caro should be taken by all persons connected 
with the detention barrack or prison to guard against accidents by 
fire from tho lights, furnaces, &c., in and about the detention barrack 
or prison ; it is their duty immediately to report any danger of such 
accidents which they may observe in any part of the detention 
barrack or prison, and to use all possible means to prevent the same. 
No lights or fires are to be left burning unnecessarily nor unattended, 
but are to be thoroughly extinguished, No light is at any timo to 
be carried about the detention barrack or prison unless it is enclosed 
in a lantern ; and each membor of the staff coming on duty during 
-the night will see that a careful examination is made to guard against 
danger from fire. 


65. Members of the staff will call attention to any defects in tho 
drainage, ventilation or sanitary condition of the detention barrack 
or prison, which may come under their notice. 


66. No work is to be left in the rooms on Sundays, Christmas Day 
and Good Friday. The work of collecting tools on other days will 
be commenced in time to admit of its being completed by 8 p.m. 

- Not less than two members of the staff will be employed collecting 

tools, and only one room at a time will bo opened. The night 
watchman, although not posted till 8 p.m., will accompany tho 
N.C.Os. collecting tools, &c., and will satisfy himself as to the 
correctness of the number of soldiers in detention and that tho 
rooms are securely locked for the night. 


67. A sufficient number of the staff will be detailed for patrol 
‘duties in the detention barrack or prison during the meal hours and 
at other times when the majority of the staff are away. Those on 
day duty who are in the detention barrack or prison, available for, 
or actually on duty after 4.15 p.at., or who are on any duty outside 
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‘the regular daily hours of a member of tho staff, will bo allowed 
equivalent leave on that day, or on the next or first convenient day. 


68. At detention barracks or prisons, other than Branch Detention 
Barracks, half the staff will be allowed to go off duty in turn at dinner 
time on Saturday until 6.30 a.m. on the following Monday morning. 
The duties of the detention barrack or prison on Saturday must 
be so arranged as to admit of this. 

At home the staff will be allowed off duty on Bank Holidays as far 
as possible, at the discretion of the commandant. Work will be 
given to soldiers under sentence in their rooms. 

This privilege may bo extended to N.C.Os. at branch detention 
barracks at the discretion of the local G.O.C. 

Abroad, with the concurrence of the G.O.C., such of the staff as 
can be spared may, at the discretion of the commandant, be given 
a half holiday on days which are recognized as holidays for tho 

. troops in garrison. On such days work may be given in the after- 
noon to soldiers under sentence in their rooms. 

Theso privileges are liable to be withdrawn at any time under 
instructions from the War Office. 


69. In branch detention barracks, all the staff must be present 
daily during the time the detention barrack is open, except at meal 
hours, when only one N.C.O. or man will bo on duty. On Saturday 
afternoons and Sunday afternoons half the staff will bo on Icave, 
i.e., ono half on Saturday and tho other half on Sunday alternately. 
In the case of necessity temporary assistance may be obtained 
locally by application to the 0.C. troops. 


70. The commandant may allow any permanent member of the 
staff employed continuously on night watch duty in a detention 
barrack or prison one night off duty in every seven. 


SERJEANT-MaJor, 


71. During the temporary illness or absence of tho commandant, 
the sergeant-major will take charge of the detention barrack or 
prison, until an officer is appointed as a substitute, and shall perform 
all the duties of the commandant, with the exception of the disposal 
of offences and the signing of correspondence, which shall be dealt 
with by the visitor of the week. 

72, He will diligently observe the behaviour of the staff, as well 
as of the soldiers under sentence, see that they strictly adhere 
to the rules, and report immediately to the commandant any neglect 
or misconduct that may come to his knowledge. 

73. He will frequently inspect every part of the detention barrack 


or prison, especially the rooms and bedding, and will report to the 
commandant any eee he may observe.

. 14, Ho. will. be present at all parades, supervise the discipline, 
military drills and instruction, and will frequently visit all working 
parties daily, He will render a report daily on A.F. C 352. 


75. Ho will detail all duties, and parade and inspect all parties 
coming into or going out of the detention barrack or prison. 


76. Ho will bo responsible that every man is employed in accord- 
anco with instructions issued, and that correct tasks are allotted to 
-all soldiers under sentence, and will supervise all routine. 


77. He will ad the staff when coming on duty and before 
dismissal, 


78. Ho will parade and inspect all soldiers under sentence ‘before 
_Telease, to ensure that they go out clean and properly dressed. 


79. He is responsible for ensuring that keys aro collected. from 
members of the staff going off duty for the night, and that they aro 
locked in the proper receptacle, the key of which he will retain in his 
own possession. 


80. Where the number of the staff make it possible, the scrjeant- 
major should, at the discretion of the commandant or superintendent, 
be allowed every week-end off duty, the two senior staff-serjeants 
undertaking his duty alternately. 


Garse-Krrrer. 


81. The N.C.O. on gate-duty will carefully kecp up A.B. 19, 
entering the names of every person passing through the gate, 
including the commandant, and whether Belonging to the nat of the 
detention barrack or prison or not. 


‘82. He will keop a similar record of all stores that pass drcuat 
the gate. 

83. He may examine all articles carried into or out of the detention 
barrack or prison, and may stop any person suspected of bringing in 
spirits or other prohibited articles, or of carrying out any property 
belonging to the detention barrack or prison, giving Ammen te 
notice thereof to the commandant. 


84. No article, whether of food, bedding, clothing or of any ae 
kind, will be received into the detention barrack oi prison until it has 
been examined, to ascertain that it contains nothing contrary to the 
rules ; the admission of any article which appears likely to be used for 

an improper purpose may be refused by order of the comimandant. 

85. The gate-keeper will not pérmit any person, not being a 
member of the staff, to enter the gates without an order from ‘the 
commandant or other superior authority. 


"4 86. He will render such general assistance in the detention barrack 
or prison and take such duty as may be required of him. 
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87. He will not allow any member of the staff or person employed 
in the detention barrack or prison.to pass out through the gates at 
unauthorized hours without the order of the commandant, 


88. While on duty, he is responsible for the safe custody of the 
receptacle containing the keys, and of such other articles as may be 
placed under his charge. 


Coor. 


89. The cook will manage the cooking for the whole detention 
barrack or prison, and will be held responsible for the cleanliness 
of the kitchen, the coppers, and all utensils in use ; as also for the 
proper preparation of the food of soldiers under sentence. Ho will 
each morning receive a ration return and a statement of the diets to 
be prepared, and will be as exact as possible in measuring or 
weighing the provisions thus to be served out at each meal to tho 
soldiers. Hoe will not allow any soldicr under sentence to obtain 
any food beyond his proper allowance. 


90. He will not allow any person but those on duty or business 
to enter the kitchen, and is especially to prevent any person holding 
unauthorized communication with soldiers under sentence who may 
be appointed to assist him. 


91. He will render such general assistance and take such duty 
in the detention barrack or prison as may be required of him, 


Niaur WatcnMan, 


2, The night watchman will patrol the corridors from 8 p.m, till 
6.30 A.M. (7 A.at. on Sundays) pegging the tell-tale clock at intervals 
of half an hour, 


Non-Commisstonep Orricens Temporarity EMPLoYeEn,. | 


93. N.C.Os. or soldiers, temporarily detailed for service in tho 
detention barrack or prison, will attend during such hours as may be 
prescribed and perform such duties in connection with the detention 
barrack or prison as may be allotted to them. They will obey 
such orders as they may receive from the commandant or from other 
members of the staff of equal or senior rank to themselves, and 
they will strictly adhere to these rules. 


CrviniAN EMPLOYEES, 


94, Civilian members of the staff will salute all commissioned 
officers of the Navy, Army, or Royai Air Force whom they 
know to be such, whether in uniform or not. 
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3.—CONFIDENTIAL REPORTS. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


95. The commandant shall transmit annually to the War Office a 
special report (A. F./C364) on tho conduct and capabilities 
of each member of the staff of the detention barrack or prison under 
his charge. (See Appendix II.) 


96. In this report he will particularly specify whether each indi- 
vidual is zealous and attentive to his duties, and competent to the 
discharge of them, and whether qualified and recommended for - 
promotion. In case of repeated neglect or misconduct, on the part 
of any member of the staff, he will make a special report to the War 
Office. 


Section III.—-Appointments and Promotion. 


1.—WARRANT OFFICERS AND NON-COMMISSIONED 
OFFICERS. 


Genera InstRuctTIONs, 


97. In the appointment of N.C.Os. in the rank of serjeant in the 
Military Provost Staff Corps, those candidates will be preferred who, 
if equally eligible on other grounds, have a knowledge of a trade 
which is likely to be useful in a detention barrack or prison, 

For appointment as cook, gatekeeper, and night watchman, 
privates and lance-corporals are eligible. 


Promotion. 


98. Members of the staff must understand that their prospects of 
promotion will depend on the report which their superiors may 
make as to their qualifications for, and their conduct in, the perform- 
ance of their duties. 

Regard will be paid to the failure of a N.C.O. to attain the required 
standard at a course of instruction, when his name is under considera- 
tion for promotion. 


Section IV.— Admission, Employment, Remission of Sentence, 
Removal and Release, Civil Employment and Gratuities. 


1.—ADMISSION. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


99. The commandant will make such arrangements as will ensure 
that soldiers to be discharged from the army, who may be confined 
in a detention barrack, shall, as much as possible, be kept separate 
from the other soldiers under sentence. 
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100. Soldiers committed to detention barracks will, unless 
sentenced to or recommended for discharge from the army, take 
with them the following articles in addition to the full kit of clothing 
and necessaries according to scale specified i in the Clothing Regula- 
tions :— 


Mounted Services—The articles of equimdent: &c., laid down for 
” Marching Order—on the man ” with the exception of rifle, revolver 
and pouch. 


Dismounted Services —Tho articles of equipment, &c., laid down 
for “ Marching Order ” except rifle, bayonet, and scabbard. 


101. Soldiers under sentence will be searched on admission and 
at such times subsequently as may be directed, and all prohibited 
articles will be taken from them. 

The searching of a soldier under sentence will be conducted with 
due regard to decency and self-respect, and in as seemly a manner as is. 
consistent with the necessity of discovering any concealed article. 


102. Every soldier under sentence will, as soon as possible, be 
separatcly examined by the medical officer, who will record the state 
of health of the soldier and any obecmvatiens he may deem it expe- 
dient toadd. ; 


103. Every soldier under sentenco will both on admission and on 
release be weighed, dressed in shirt and socks, or as directed by the 
medical officer, and the result will be duly recorded. - 


104. Every soldier under sentence may be measured and photo- 
graphed on reception and subsequently, but no copy of the photo- 
graph will be given to any een unless he is officially authorized 
to receive it. 


105. After soldicrs under sentence are received at the detention 
barrack or prison, the abstract of the rules relating to the conduct 
and treatment of soldiers under sentence will be read over to them,’ 
and proper means will afterwards be taken by the commandant 
for making them acquainted with the purport and effect of such’ 
rules, 


106. Before any soldicr under sentence can be received into a 
detention barrack or prison, whcther on first commitment or on: 
removal from another detention barrack or prison, the commandant 
must receive for him a separate committal on the approved form, 
carefully filled up in all its parts. The soldier’s conduct sheets and 
medical history shect will, in all cases, be annexed to the committal ; 
and the commandant will obtain from the soldier’s 0.0. such further 
information as may bo required, with reference to the general 
character of a soldier under sentence, his standard of education, &c. 

When important irregularitics are found in a committal form the 
commandant will refer the case locally to the G.0.C, 
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107. Men of the Royal Navy, Royal Marines and Royal Air Force 

under sentence by court-martial or by a C.0., may be committed to 
a military detention barrack or a military prison, and they will be 
received, provided that accommodation is available. They will as 
far as possible perform the same routine in all respects as soldiers 
under sentence, and will be subject to these rules, They will be 
eligible to earn remission of part of their sentences under the same 
conditions, as far as practicable, as are laid sow in these rules for 
soldiers under sentence. 


2--EMPLOYMENT. _ 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


108. Soldiers under sentence will not be employed directly or 
indirectly, for the private benefit or advantage of any person or 
persons, nor in any way contrary to the established regulations 
of the detention barrack or prison. 


109. Industrial work for private firms, individuals or Guiaental 
institutes is forbidden, unless the order is received through the 
Royal Army Ordnance Corps. 


110. Soldiers under sentence will keep their rooms, utensils, books, 
clothing and bedding clean and neatly arranged, and will clean. 
and sweep the yards, passages and other parts of the detention 
barrack or prison as may be directed. 


111. Every soldier under sentence will, during the whole of his 
sentence, be employed for not more than 9, nor less than 6, hours 
a day, exclusive of meals: provided that no soldier under sentence 
shall. be required to perform any work of any description unless 
certified by the medical officer to be fit for such work. 

Soldiers under sentence suffering from physical or other infirmity 


will bo employed on such work and in such a way as the medical 
officer may direct. 


112. The work of all soldiers under sentence will, if possible, be 
productive, and the trades and industries taught and carricd on will, 
if practicable, be such as may be useful to the soldier on discharge. 


113. Every Commandant will keep such records as will enable 
him to furnish the information required in Appendix VII. 


114, On Sunday, Christmas Day and Good Friday the employment 
of a soldier under sentence will be confined to what is strictly neces - 
sary for the service of the detention barrack or prison, 


A soldier under sentence who is a Jew will not be compelled to 
work on his Sabbath. 
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“3.—SYSTEM OF PROGRESSIVE STAGES. 
Spies GeneRAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


115. A system of progressive stages will be established with 
specific privileges attached to each stage, and every soldier under 
sentence will have the opportunity of profiting by this system. 

A soldier under sentence while in any stage will be entitled to 
.every privilege attached to that stage, unless he forfeits any privilege 
as provided by these rules. 

116, The promotion of a soldier under sentence from the lower to 
the higher stage will be gained by industry, good conduct, and 
attention to his drill and instruction, but it may be postponed for 
idleness or misconduct ; or he may be removed to the lower stage, 
or he may forfeit any- cof the privileges of his stage. The forfeiture 
of marks towards remission of sentence does not in itself entail 
forfeiture of marks towards stage. 


117. A daily record of the industry of every soldier iden sentence 
will be kept in marks, the award of which will be carefully super- 
vised by the commandant; and a soldier will,-as a condition of 
becoming eligible for remission, earn the required number of marks, 
and, in addition, any marks he may have forfeited for misconduct. 


118. Every soldier under sentence will also be required to earn, 
as a condition of obtaining promotion to the higher stage, the number 
of marks assigned to the lower stage, and also any additional marks 
if forfeited in that stage as a punishment. 

119. The following instructions” will be ohestved in awarding 
marks :— 

(i) A soldier under sentence shall be able to earn on each 
weekday, 8, 7 or 6 marks according to the degree of his 
industry, good ‘behaviour. and attention to military 
instruction. On Sunday he. will be awarded marks 
according to the degreo of his industry, assessed on the 
average of the previous week. 

(ii) A soldier under sentence who is not at work by reason 
of his being under punishment or in civil custody or 
under sentence of a civil court, is not entitled to receive 
marks; but if he is on the sick list, he will receive 
marks according to his behaviour and previous industry, 
provided that his illness has not been brought about 
by himself. Every ‘soldier under sentence actually at 
work may receive marks provided -he:completes the 
minimum task required of him. 

(iii) There are two stages which a soldier under sentence will 
pass through, or through so much as the term of his 
sentence admits. 
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(iv) He will commence in the first stage and will remain in that 
stage until he has earned 14 x 8 or 112 marks; after- 
wards in the second stage, during the remainder of his 
sentence. 


(v) A soldier under sentence whose term is 14 days or less will 
serve the whole of it in the first stage. 


(vi) A soldier under sentence who is idle, or who misconducts 
himself, or is inattentive at work, will, in addition to, or 
in place of, any punishment which may be inflicted on 
him in accordance with the rules be liable :— 

(a) To forfeit any stage privileges until he has earned a 

specified number of marks. : 

(b) To detention in the first stage until he has earned, 
in that stage, an additional number of marks. 

(c) To degradation to the lower stage until he has earned in: 

such lower stage a stated number of marks. 

As soon as the soldier has earned the stated number of 

marks, he will, unless he has in the meantime incurred 

further similar degradation, be restored to the stago 

from which he was degraded and be credited with tho 

number of marks he had previously earned therein. 


(vii) A soldier under sentence in the first stage will :— 

(a) Be employed for 9 hours daily, exclusive of meals. 

(6) Sleep without a mattress. 

(c) Perform at least three hours’ military training daily 
(except men to be discharged from the army). 

(d) Be allowed books of religious and secular instruction. 

(e) Be allowed exercise on Sunday. 

(f) Receive school instruction, if eligible, at the discretion 
of the commandant. 

(g) Be allowed a library book. - 

(A) Be allowed to write and receive a letter, and to receive 
a visitor on admission, and thereafter, at intervals, 
at the commandant’s discretion. 


(viii) A soldier under sentence in the second stage will :— 

(a2) Be employed for 9 hours daily, exclusive of meals. 

(8) Sleep on a mattress every night. 

(c) Perform at least three hours’ military training daily 
(except men to be discharged from the army). 

(@) Be allowed books of instruction, both religious and 
secular. 

(e) Receive school instruction, if eligible, at ms discretion of 
the commandant. 

(f) Be allowed a library book. 

(g) Be allowed exercise on Sunday. 


a 
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(h) May receive and despatch letters at intervals at the 
commandant’s discretion. 

(t) May receive visitors at intervals at the commandant’s 
discretion. 

(j) Be allowed to communicate for periods of twenty 
minutes daily. 


(ix) Marks forfeited under the above instructions can be 
restored in exceptional cases at the discretion of the 
governor or commandant, but only during the first 
sentence of imprisonment or detention. 


120. No soldier under sentence, unless his conduct has been 
most satisfactory, who has previously served a sentence of detention 
or imprisonment, will be eligible for any special employment as 
cleaner, cook, or orderly. 


121. Marks will be awarded daily by a responsible member of 
the staff and will be proportioned to the behaviour and industry of 
the soldier under sentence, as shown by the amount of work done, 
his capability being taken into account. When a soldier fails to 
obtain full marks, the necesssary deductions will be made only under 
the order of an officer. 


122. Soldiers transferred from abroad to military detention 
barracks or prisons at home will be allowed to count full marks from 
date of sentence towards remission of sentence so long as no adverse 
report has been received against them. 


123. The commandant will take frequent opportunities of in- 
specting the stage registers, so as to exercise a check on the awards. 


124, The stage register will invariably accompany a soldier 
under sentence when he is brought before the commandant under 
report, and any sentence affecting his marks or stage privileges 
will at once be entered in the register in the column for remarks 
and will correspond with the entry in the punishment book. 


125. When tho ‘punishment awarded to a soldier under sentence 
for an offence against the discipline of a detention barrack or prison 
involves the deprivation of any stage privileges, the member of 
the staff whose duty it is to carry out the sentence will be furnished 
with the particulars of it, and will be required to certify that the 
award has been duly carried into effect. 


4.—REMISSION OF SENTENCE. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


126. A soldier sentenced to detention or imprisonment for a period 
of 28 days or upwards will be eligible, by special industry and good 
conduct, and (if not sentenced to discharge with ignominy) proficiency 
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and attention to drill and military training, to earn a remission of 
a portion of his detention or imprisonment not exceeding one-sixth 
of the whole sentence reckoned from the date of award. 

Tho number of marks to be carned will be ascertained by the 
deduction from the actual number of days in the sentence, of one- 
sixth of that number, any fraction being ignored and the remainder 
being multiplied by 8. . 

. Full marks will be awarded for any time spent. prior to commit- 
ment in the guard detention room, or in hospital, when this is not 
caused by tho soldier’s own fault. 

When a man is tried by court-martial whilst already undergoing 
sentence, he will be credited from the date of trial to date of promul- 
gation, with full marks towards remission on his new A.F. C 395 
irrespective of whether or not he has earned such marks on his 
former A.F, C 395. : 


“127. A soldier under sentence on obtaining the number of marks 
entitling him to remission of the remainder of his sentence will 
be forthwith released, and the unexpired portion of his sentence of 
detention or imprisonment, will be deemed to be remitted. 


5.—REMOVAL AND RELEASE. — 
GreneERAL INSTRUOTIONS. 


128. No soldier under sentence shall be released before the 
termination of his sentence of detention or imprisonment except 
by written order from competent authority, delivered to the com- 
mandant, or unless he has earned’ remission of sentence under 
these rules. a 


129. A soldier under sentence may be released from a detention 
barrack at 2 p.m. (or at 7 a.m. when discharged from the army) 
on the day on which his sentence expires or on which he would, 
assuming that he was awarded full marks for that day, become 
entitled to a remission of the remainder. of his sentence. » When 
this happens on a Sunday, Christmas Day, or Good Friday, he 
may be released at 2 p.m. on the previous day. If the man’s unit 
be at a distance, he may be released at such earlier hour as will 
enable him to return to his corps or detachment the same evening. © 

Soldiers will not be admitted into a detention barrack on Sunday, 
Christmas Day or Good Friday. 

Abroad, the hours for release may be arranged by the G.O.C. to 
suit local circumstances. ce 

For purposes of punishment a soldier under sentence may be 
detained in a detention barrack or prison until the moment when 
his sentence legally expires, viz., if the sentence is in days, midnight 
of the day on which the sentence expires, or, if it is in hours, until 
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the full period of OU hag been pat in @ alten. barrack o or 
prison. 


‘130. Whenever it- -may bo necessary to remove a soldier uaides 
sentenco before the time stated in his commitment as the termination 
of his detention or imprisonment, onc day’s notice of the day and 
hour of release will when practicable be given to the commandant 
by the officer paMionzine the Telease or removal of the soldier under 
sentence. 

If removed for transfer to anthioe detention barrack or prison, 
the. original commitment and register of marks (A-F. C 395) must 
be transmitted to the commandant of the detention barrack or 
prison to which tho soldier under sentence is removed, accompanied 
by a removal order on the prescribed form, to which must be attached 
a certificate from tho medical officer as to the state a Henle) of the 
soldier under sentence. .._- 

Tho commandant of the detention barrack or prison ‘from which 
any soldier under sentence is so removed will take and retain a 
receipt for the commitment on handing it over to the N. . Q. remtoihg 
the soldier. 


131. Should it become necessary nay to removo a sildier 
under sentence to any place outside tho detention barrack or prison, 
the commandant is responsible for ensuring that a proper escort is 
provided, and application may be made if necessary to the nearest 
O.C. troops for this purpose. — 

The responsibility of the commandant does not: end until a proper 
receipt has been obtained. 

A similar responsibility will devolvo on tho N. C. 0. in charge of 
a branch detention barrack. -. 


132, The commandant will transmit to the ©.0. the names of the 
soldiers under sentence who are shortly to be released from. the 
detention barrack or prison (specifying in each case the day and hour) 
@ sufficient time beforehand to enable the necessary arrangements 
to be made for disposing of them on the expiration of sentence. 


133. On the release of cvery soldier under sentence of over 14 days, 
or of a man of the Royal Navy, Royal Marines or Royal Air Force, 
the commandant will make a report to the man’s C.O. on A.F.C 324 
showing his conduct and character while undergoing detention. 


134. Every soldier under sentence discharged from. the army 
will be supplied with dinner before leaving the detention barrack or 
prison, unless released at an earlier hour under Rule 129. 


135. A soldier under sentence ordered to be discharged from 
the army, on or before the expiration of his sentence, will be provided 
on discharge by his unit, at such cost as may from-time.to time bo 
directed, with the articles enumerated in Table VI Clothing Regula- 
tions, in lieu of his military uniform.- He will also be allowed to 
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take with him his regimental shirt, boots, socks, and braces on release 
from detention or imprisonment, and discharge from the army. 
In the event of the necessaries above detailed not being sent 
toa the soldier under sentence, they are to be demanded from 
is unit. 


136. The kit sent on committal to a military detention barrack 
or military prison with a naval rating discharged from the 
service may be retained by him on his release. Application will be 
‘made to the Officer Commanding the last ship shown on the man’s 
service certificate for his railway warrant, and, if without means, 
meal orders. When the issue of meal orders is impracticable, 
subsistence allowance under Article 1505, King’s Regulations and 
‘Admiralty Instructions. : 


6.—CIVIL EMPLOYMENT AND GRATUITIES. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


137. A soldier or airman under sentence discharged from the Army 
or Royal Air Force, who has been industrious and fairly conducted 
during his sentence, and who is, so far as can be judged by his 
behaviour in a detention barrack or prison, and his antecédents, 
likely, in the opinion of the commandant, to benefit by the privilege, 
may, on his release from a detention barrack or prison at home, 
be recommended for a gratuity through a discharged Prisoners 
Aid Society, to aid him while seeking employment ; see the “ Regula- 
tions for the payment of Gratuities through Discharged Prisoners 
Aid Societies to soldiers discharged from the Army on their release 
from Military Prisons and Detention Barracks.” 

In cases where there is no Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society 
available, the commandant may expend.a sum not exceeding £1 
as subsistence money to keep him while seeking work, provided 
that proper precautions are taken to ensure that this money is 
judiciously expended. 


138. The above rule also applies to naval ratings who are not to 
return to the service on their release from a military detention 
barrack or a military prison, the cost boing made a charge against 
Naval Funds. 


Section V.—Discipline, Offences, Punishment, Scales of 
Diet for Ill-~Conducted Soldiers, and Restraint. 


1.—DISCIPLINE. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


_ 139. The commandant shall keep a record of any reports against 
civilian employees, with the punishments awarded, and of any 
other circumstances respecting them which it may be desirable to 
place on record. 
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140. He will take care that every soldier under sentence having 
a complaint or request to make to him shall have ample facilities 
for doing so, and he will redress any grievance or take such steps 
as may seem necessary, recording the same in the appointed . 
manner. 


141. He will forward to the proper authority without delay any 
report or complaint which any member of the staff may desire to 
make, and which he cannot himself redress, but he may offer, any 
explanation with it which it may seem to require. 


142. Where there are reasonable grounds for believing that a 
soldier under sentence will do injury to himself or others, or destroy 
clothing or government property, if allowed to keep his razor, 
knife, or fork, the commandant is empowered to withdraw those 
articles from the soldier’s keeping, except when actually in use. 


Mitrrary Provost Starr Corrs AND CivILIAN EMPLOYEES. 


143. No member of the staff will sell or let to, nor will any person 
in trust for or employed by him sell or let to, or derive any benefit 
from the selling or letting of any article to any soldier under sentence. 


144. No member of the staff will, nor will any person in trust 
for or employed by him, have any interest, direct or indirect, in 
any contract for supplies to the detention barrack or prison. 


145. No member of the staff will at any time receive money, 
fee, or gratuity of any kind for the admission of any visitors to 
the detention barrack or prison, or to soldiers under sentence, or 
from or on behalf of any soldier under sentence, on any pretext 
whatever. , 


146. Members of the staff will duly inform the commandant 
of any soldier under sentenco who desires to see him, or to make 
any complaint, or to prefer any request to him, or to any superior 
authority. Any neglect in carrying out this instruction will be 
severely dealt with. 


147, No member of the staff will strike a soldier under sentence 
unless compelled to do so in self-defence, and, in any case, in which 
the application of force to a soldicr under sentenco is needful, no 
more force than is necessary will bo uscd. 


148. No member of the staff, on any pretence whatever, through 
favour or mistaken notions of kindness, will fail to make an 
immediate report to the commandant or other superior officer, 
of any misconduct or wilful disobedience of the regulations. 


149. No member of the staff will unnecessarily converse with 
a soldier under sentence, nor allow any familiarity on the part of 
soldiers towards himself or any other member of the staff; nor 
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will he on any account speak of his duties, or of any matters of 
discipline or detention barrack or prison arrangement, within the 
hearing of tho soldicr under sentence. 


150..No member of tho staff will correspond with or hold any 
intercourse with tho friends or relatives of any soldier under 
sentence, unless expressly authorized by the commandant; nor 
will he make any unauthorized communications concerning the 
detention barrack or prison or soldier under sentence to any. person. 
He will not, without authority, communicate to the public press, 
information derived from official sources or connected with his 
duties or tho detention barrack or prison, Tho attention of all 
members of the staff is to be directed to the provisions of tho Official 
Secrets Acts 1911 and 1920, ; 


151. All members of the staff will be held responsible for being 
fully acquainted with the rules and orders relating to their respective 
duties. _ They will strictly conform to and obey the orders of the 
commandant in every respect. They will assist him in maintaining 
ordor and discipline among the soldiers under sentence. 


. 152. No member of the staff will uso tobacco or spirituous or 
fermented liquors within tho walls of the detention barrack or 
prison, except under such restrictions as to time and place as may 
bo laid down by tho commandant and approved by the proper 
authority. : i 


153.. Every member of the staff, who shall, contrary to orders, 
bring in or carry out, or endeavour to bring in or carry out, or 
knowingly allow to be brought in or carried out, to or for any 
soldicr under sentence, any moncy, clothing, provisions, tobacco, 
letters, papers, or any other articles, will be forthwith suspended 
from his office by tho commandant of tho detention barrack or 
prison, who will report the offence to the proper authority. 


164. Any- member of tho staff. may, under instructions from 
the War Office, be placed at any time on a pericd of special pro- 
bation for any reason which may scem to require such a course, 
and should ho fail to improve or profit by such probation, his services, 
if a civilian member of tho staff, may be dispensed with; or, if a 
non-commissioned officer, he may be returned to his former corps. 


., 155. No member of the staff will follow any trade or business, 
nor, without special permission, hold any office of a public character 
unconnected with the detention barrack or prison... 9.00.5 -i.enss 

156. Civilian members of tho staff may be punished for breach of 
regulations, neglect, or violation of duty, or. other misconduct, ‘by 
dismissal or removal from the service, by reduction -to lower rank 
and pay-or to a lower place in the samé rank, by forfeiture. of

increase of pay, by deprivation of leave or of other privileges, and by 
reprimand or severe reprimand. 


157. A civilian member of the staff who commits a grave offence, 
which the commandant may consider he cannot adequately punish, 
will be suspended or be continued under suspension (if. already 
suspended) and reported, in the case of a detention barrack abroad, 
to the G.O.C. the troops, and in the case of a detention barrack or 
prison in Great Britain and Northern Ireland, to the War Office. A 
civilian member of the staff during such suspension will bo required 
to report himself at the detention barrack or. prison as.may bo 
directed. 


158, Intoxication may be visited with dismissal in the case of a 
civilian member of the staff, and it will not be taken into considera- 
tion at what placo the act of intemperance was committed, nor 
whether the said member of the staff was or was not thereby con- 
sidered incapable of performing his duty, it being absolutely neces- 
sary that all persons connected with the detention barracks and 
prisons should bo perfectly sober at all times. In tho case of a 
N.C.O. being reported for drunkenness, a report will be made to 
the War Office, after disposal of the offence. 


159. Swearing and the use of improper language, knowingly 
incurring debts which they are unable to pay, the habit of frequenting 
public houses, keeping bad company, gambling, or any disreputable 
conduct, may be considered a sufficient reason for the dismissal 


of a civilian member of tho staff, and for N.C.Os, to bo returned 
to their former corps. 


160. The manner in which a N.O.O. of the Military Provost Staff 
Corps should proceed to obtain redress for any grievance, or to 
make any complaint or request connected with his duty or position, 
is laid down in Section 48 of the Army Act and in King’s Regula- 
tions, ee ; 

A similar procedure will be followed by a, civilian employes. 


161. No member of the staff will, on any account, enter a room 
of a soldier under sentence at night, unless accompanied by another 


member of the staff, and then only in caso of sickness of the soldier, 
or other emergency. , 


_162, No member of the staff will bo permitted to receivo any 
visitors in the interior of the detention barrack or prison without 
an order from the commandant, . poe 


163, In addition to the N.C.O. on night watch whenever soldiers 
under sentence are in custody, at least che N.C.O. will be appointed 
to sleep in the detention barrack, branch detention barrack, or 
prison, j paar 
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2.—OFFENCES. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


164, In awarding a soldier under sentence the punishment of° 
degradation of stage for any period or prolongation of his period 
in any stage, such’ period should be fixed by assigning the 
number of marks he is to earn in it. He will, by this means, have 
some control over the period, as it will be shorter if he is industrious 
than if he is idle. Thus the form of award would be “to earn 
(say) 566 marks in the first stage,” or “to earn (say) 56 additional 
marks in the first stage.” The limit of the commandant’s power 
to degrade a soldier under sentence to the first or lower stage, or 
to prolong his period in that stage, will be to the period in which 
he is earning 112 marks. 


165. A soldier under sentence who commits an offence against 
the rules of the detention barrack or prison can be punished for 
it by the commandant or the visitor during such time only as his 
sentence is in force. If, however, he commits an offence shortly 
before he becomes due for release so that it is not possible, in the 
time remaining, to inflict adequate punishment, the particulars 
of the offence will, if the soldier under sentence has not been dis- 
charged from the army, bo reported by the commandant to the 
man’s C.O., in order that, on release, he may be dealt with for 
such offence under the provisions of the Army Act. If the soldier 
under sentence has been discharged from the service, or is to be 
discharged on release, the report of the offence will bo made to 
the G.O.C., who will, having regard to Section 158 (2) of the Army 
Ae deal with the case under the Act, if he considers it necessary 
to do so. ; 


166. Any serious offence committed by a soldier under sentence, 
other than those classed as offences against detention barrack or 
prison discipline, will be reported to the G.O.C., in order that such 
soldier may be dealt with under tho Army Act as provided for such 
offence. . 

If the G.O.C. decides that the man should bo brought to trial, 
the case will then, if the unit is at the station, bo referred to the 
man’s C.0., who will prepare the summary of evidence and make 
the application for trial. If tho unit is not at the station, the 
accused should be attached to some unit at the station for that 
purpose, 

While under remand awaiting disposal by court-martial, or 
otherwise, for an offence, a soldier will continue to carry out his 
sentence in all respects, provided that he is not hindered from 
preparing his defence to the charge on account of which he has 
been remanded. 
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167. No soldier under sentence will be punished until he has had 
an opportunity of hearing the charges and evidence against him, 
and of making his defence. 


168, Should a Naval Rating, or a man of the Royal Air Force 
commit an, offence while under sentence in a military detention 
barrack or military prison, which cannot bo adequately dealt with 
under these rules by the commandant, the matter will be reported 
to the 0.0. the ship or unit to which the man belongs, in order 
that an escort, provided with the authorized warrant, may be sent 
to take the offender into custody. 

The documents which are sent with the man will show to what 
ship or unit he belongs. 


169. A soldier under sentence will be deemed to be guilty of an 
offence against detention barrack or prison discipline if he— 


(1) Disobeys any order given by the commandant or any 
member of the staff, or disobeys any detention barrack 
or prison regulation. 

(2) Treats with disrespect any member of the detention barrack 
or prison stafi, any visitor, or any person employed in 
connection with the detention barrack, prison or works, 

(3) Is idle, careless, or negligent at work, or refuses to work. 

(4) Is absent without leave from Divine Service, school in- 
struction, or any parade, 

(5) Behaves irreverently at Divine Service. 

(6) Swears, curses, or uses any abusive, insolent, threatening 
or other improper language. 

(7) Is indecent in language, act, or gesture. 

(8) Converses or holds intercourse with another soldier under 
sentence without authority. 

(9) Sings, whistles, or creates any unnecessary noise or dis. 
turbance, or gives any unnecessary trouble. 

(10) Leaves his room or other appointed location, or his place 
of work, without permission. 

(11) In any way wilfully disfigures or damages any part of the 
detention barrack or prison, or any articles to which he 
may have access. 

(12) Commits any nuisance. 

(13) Has in his room or possession any article which he is not 
allowed to have. 

(14) Gives to or receives from any soldier under sentence any 
article whatever without leave. 

(15) Is inattentive at drill, &. 

(16) Uses personal violence to a member of the staff or to a 
soldier under sentence. 
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(17) Escapes or attempts to escape from detention barrack or 
prison. 


(18) Offends in any other way against good order and discipline. 


170. The commandant will enter in the punishment book 4 
statement of the nature of any offence punished by him or the 
visitor, with the addition of the name of the offender, the date of 
the offence, and the punishment inflicted. , 


171. The following Sections (37, 38, and 39) of the Prison Act, 
1865, are applicable to military prisons and military detention 
barracks, as provided in Section 133 of the Army Act :~— 


“37. Every person who aids any prisoner in escaping or 
attempting to escape from any prison, or who, with intent to 
facilitate the escape of any prisoner, conveys or causes to be con- 
veyed into any prison any mask, dress or other disguise, or any 
letter, or any other article or thing, shall be guilty of felony, and 
on conviction be sentenced to imprisonment with hard labour for 
# term not exceeding two years. 


“38. Every person who, contrary to the regulations of the 
prison, brings or attempts by any means whatever to introduce 
into any prison any spirituous or fermented liquor or tobacco, and 
any ollicer of a prison who suifers any spirituous or fermented 
liquor or tobacco to be sold or used therein, contrary to the prison 
regulations, shall on conviction bo sentenced to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding six months, or to a penalty not exceeding twenty 
pounds, or both, in the discretion of the court, and every oflicer of 
& prison convicted under this section shall, in addition to any other 
punishment, forfeit his office and all arrears of salary due to him. 


“39. Every person who, contrary to the regulations of a prison, 
conveys or attempts to convey any letter or other document, or any 
article whatever not allowed by such regulations, into or out of any 
prison, shall, on conviction, incur a penalty not exceeding ten 
pounds, and, if an officer of the prison, shall forfeit his office and all 
arrears of salary duo to him; but this section shall not apply in 
cases where the offender is liable to a more severe punishment 
under any other provisions of this Act.’’ 

172. A notice setting forth tho penalties that will be incurred by 
persons committing any offence in contravention of the sections 
mentioned in the preceding rule shall be affixed in a conspicuous: 
place outside the detention barrack or prison. : 


3.——PUNISHMENT. 


GenuraL Instructions. 


173. The commandant is responsible for ensuring that no soldier 
under sentence is subjected to any punishment which the medical 
officer is not satisfied he is capable of undergoing. 


174. No punishment of any kind will be awarded except by a 
board of visitors, the visiting officer, the commandant, superin- 
tendent, or officers acting for them. In detention barracks or 
prisons not under & commissioned officer, punishments will be 
awarded by the visiting officer. 


175. All punishments awarded will be recorded by the commandant 
as directed under the approved regulations, and shall commence 
from the date of award, except that a punishment under (c) of Rules 
177 and 179 shall be consecutive to and not concurrent with a punish- 
ment under (0) of the same rules. 


PowrErRs oF CoMMANDANT. 


176. The governor of a military prison or the commandant or 
superintendent of a detention barrack will exercise the powers of 
a C.O. under the Army Act, Rules of Procedure, and King’s Regula- 
tions, as regards the warrant officers or N.C.Os. of the Military Pro- 
vost Staff Corps, and will make the usual applications to the G.O.C. 
in the case of any offence which he may consider requires to be dealt 
with by a court martial. 

The establishment of a branch detention barrack is for the 
purposes of this rule included in the establishment of the detention 
barrack from which it is detailed as a detachment, and is under the 
command of the commandant of Eaaese detention barrack for all 
matters other than discipline. 


177. For any offence with which the commandant is competent 
to deal, he may order soldier under sentence to be punished by— 


(a) Close confinement for any period not exceeding 3 days. 
(6) No. 1 punishment diet for ill-conducted and idle soldiers. 
under sentence for a period not exceeding 3 days. 

(c) No. 2 punishment diet for ill-conducted and idle soldiers 
under sentence for a period not exceeding 21 days. 

(d) Reduction from the higher stage to the lower stage or post- 
ponement of promotion to the higher stage for a period 
not exceeding 14 days. 

(e) Deprivation of mattress for any period not exceeding 3 days 
for idleness. 

(f) Forfeiture of remission of sentence for a period in which he 
is earning 112 marks. 

(9) No. 3 punishment diet for ill-conducted and idle soldiers 
under sentence for a period not exceeding 7 days, during 
which they will attend all parades. 

(h) Extra drill at his discretion. 

(t) Deduction of 2 marks when the man is 
“ admonished.” 
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AWARDS BY BOARD OF VISITORS. 


178. If any soldier under sentence is charged with any serious 
or repeated offence for which the punishment the commandant: 
is authorized to inflict is deemed insufficient, the commandant 
will, without loss of time, report the same to the G.O.C. or O.C. the 
station with a view to the assembling under Rule 47 of a board of 
visitors, who are empowered, after inquiry into the same on oath, 
to determine the matter so reported, and to order the offender to be 
punished. 

Every serious case of personal violence by a soldier under 
sentence, or a prisoner is further to be reported by the comman- 
dant to the War Office. 


179. A board of visitors may order a soldier under sentence to 
be punished by :— 

(a) Close confinement for a period not exceeding 14 days. 

(b) No. 1 punishment diet for ill-conducted and idle soldiers 
under sentence, for a period not exceeding 16 days, with 
intervals as laid down in the rules for dietaries. 

(c) No. 2 punishment diet for ill-conducted and idle soldiers 
under sentence, for a period not exceeding 42 days, with 
intervals as laid down in the rules for dietaries. 

(d) Reduction from the higher stage to the lower stage or post- 

‘ ponement of promotion to a higher stage for a period not 
exceeding 28 days. 

(e) Forfeiture of remission of sentence for a period not exceeding 
28 days. 


4.—SCALES OF PUNISHMENT DIET FOR ILL- 
CONDUCTED SOLDIERS. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


180. A soldier under sentence on No. 1 punishment diet will 
not attend parades, nor be given any task of work, nor allotted 
marks, during the whole period of award. A soldier under sentence 
on No. 2 punishment diet will attend parades for inspection only, 
and will be given two-thirds of the maximum task. Marks will 
be awarded up to a maximum of 6 marks, which will count towards 
both stage and remission, unless he has been sentenced to forfeit 
remission under Rule 177 (f) or 179 (e). 

A soldier under sentence on No. 3 punishment diet will attend all 
parades and forfeit 1 mark for each day of award. He will also 
receive extra drill at the commandant’s discretion. 

It is the sentence of close confinement and not the diet which 
deprives a soldier under sentence of the right to attend chapel and 
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go to exercise, but even under this sentence, exercise must be allowed 
if specially recommended by the medical officer for medical reasons. 

181. A soldier under sentence by reason of his being on one of 
the above diets, or in close confinement, or on one of the diets in 
close confinement in his own room, is not on such account to be 
deprived of his room furniture or books, nor to be subjected to any 
discipline beyond what the sentence specifies, but, if violent or 
inclined to violence, he may be confined in a room (or, in the case 
of a military prison, a special cell), from which all articles of furniture 
except the urinal should be removed during the daytime. 

182. No dietary punishment will be inflicted on any soldier under 
sentence, nor will he be placed in close confinement, unless the 
medical officer certifies that such soldier under sentence is in fit 
condition of health to undergo such punishment. - 


No. 1 SCALE PUNISHMENT DIET. 


183. This scale, when given for a period of 3 days or less, is to 
consist of 1 1b. bread a day, with water. 

When given for more than 3 days it is to consist of— 

(a) 1 1b. of bread a day, with water ; 

(b) The ordinary diet of the detention barrack or prison, 
for alternate and equal periods not exceeding 3 days (respectively) 
in duration. 

Thus, if a soldier under sentence be sentenced to have the No. 1 
scale for 12 days, he would be on bread and water for a total of 
6 days, the bread and water days alternating with the ordinary 
diet days in periods of 1, 2, or 3 days, at the discretion of the com- 
mandant, subject to any recommendation from the medical officer. 
‘ ea No. 1 scale may be ordered for any single term not exceeding 

5 days. 

No soldier under sentence who has been upon this scale for a period 
of 3 days continuously can again be placed upon it for a fresh offence 
until the expiration of an interval of 3 days, during which interval 
he will receive the ordinary diet of the detention barrack or prison, 
but will not be given work nor allotted marks. 


No. 2 SCALE PUNISHMENT DIET. 
184. For soldiers under sentence performing 9 daily task of light 
work. 
The scale when given for a period of 21 days or leas, is to be as 
follows :— 
Stirabout Diet. 
Breakfast.—Bread, 8 oz. 
Dinner.—1 pint stirabout, containing 2 oz. oatmeal; 2 oz. 
Indian meal; salt; potatoes, 8 oz. 
Supper.—Bread, 8 oz. 
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When No. 2 scale is ordered for a period exceeding 21 days, it 
is to consist of the above stirabout diet for the first 3 weeks, and 
after the fourth week. During the fourth week the soldier under 
sentence will receive the ordinary detention barrack or prison diet. 

The entire period for which any single term of the No. 2 scale 
may be ordered is not to exceed 42 days. 

No soldier under sentence who has been upon this scale for a 
period of 21 days continuously can again be placed upon it until 
the expiration of an interval of 1 week, during which interval he 
will receive the ordinary detention barrack or prison diet. 

If a soldier under sentence while on No. 2 diet should be guilty 
of misconduct, No. 2 diet may be temporarily interrupted, and the 
soldier may be placed on No. 1 diet for a period not exceeding 
3 days; on the expiration of the period awarded on No. 1 diet 
the soldier will resume the diet originally ordered, and the period 
passed upon the No. 1 diet will count as part of the ‘period originally 
awarded on No. 2 diet. 


No. 3 SCALE PUNISHMENT DIET. | 


185. For soldiers under sentence attending all parades. The scale 
will not be awarded for more than 7 consecutive days, after which 
man will be placed on full diet for 3 days before any further punish- 
ment diet is awarded. One mark will be forfeited for every day of 
award. Men undergoing this punishment diet will attend all parades 
and take part in all work performed by those undergoing Aesentin 
or imprisonment on full diet.

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5.—RESTRAINT. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


186. No soldier under sentence will be put under mechanical 
restraint by the commandant of any detention barrack or prison, 
except in case of urgent necessity, and the particulars of every such 
case will be forthwith recorded by the commandant in his journal, 
and reported to the G.O.C. No soldier under sentence shall be 
kept under mechanical restraint for more than 24 hours without 
an order in writing from the G.O.C. specifying the cause thereof, 
and the time during which the soldier under sentence is to be kept 
under mechanical restraint, which order shall be preserved by the 
commandant as his warrant. No soldier under sentence shall 
be put under any other mechanical restraint, as a punishment. 
Mechanical restraint shall be used only when necessary for the 
purpose of restraining the soldier under sentence. No other means 
of restraint shall be made use of, except those of such pattern as 
have been duly approved. 


187. Whenever a soldier under sentence is placed under restraint, 
the day and hour of the restraint being put on and taken off, or 
changed in the manner of application, shall be entered in the 
commandant’s journal. 


188. The Secretary of State has approved of the following articles 
being made use of as means of restraint and they will be supplied on 
demand according to the sealed patterns :-— 


1. Handcuffs.—Figure of eight, swivel, or curb chain, not to 
exceed, for the pair, 22 ounces in weight. 


2. Loose Canvas Restraint Jacket, made of canvas sail cloth 
No. 3, doubled and quilted with Dutch twine in squares 
of about 4 inches. The sleeves are made of the same 
material, and laid on inside with a piece of leather about 
4 inches deep at the bottom. Three straps are attached to 
the body of the jacket, each 12 inches long and 1 inch 
wide ; these are buckled behind with three tinned buckles 
(Linch). There are also two crutch straps, each 22 inches 
in length and 1 inch wide, which buckle behind with two 
buckles similar to the above. The whole of the straps 
are made from kip leather. The jacket is made full in 
front. 


3. Body Belt, of double leather sewn together, fastened by a 
lock round the waist, with steel wristlets at equal distances 
at the sides to lock the wrists therein, altogether not to 
exceed 4 pounds in weight. 
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Hanpcourrs. 


189. Handeuffs—Whenever it is found necessary to place the 
handcuffs on a soldier under sentence (for any reason except for 
temporary use when such additional security may be usual), an 
order will be given on a form, as in Appendix IV., specifying the 
date and hour when they are to be put on, and whether they are 
to be placed with the hands in front of, or behind, the body. The 
member of the staff carrying out the order will state, in the proper . 
place on the form, how the order was carried out, and the date and 
hour of removal or change of positions of the handcuffs. If, on 
account of the peculiar violence of the soldier it is necessary that 
the handcuffs should be placed behind the body, they are to be 
removed to the front at meal-times and bed-time, and replaced 
after meals and on getting up. 


190. Should this means of restraint be used upon the recom- 
mendation of the medical officer, it is to be so stated on the order, 
and that officer will state his concurrence as to the mode and time 
of restraint being in accordance with his opinion of the necessity of 
the case. 

Loosr Canvas RESTRAINT JACKET. 


191. The Loose Canvas Restraint Jacket may be used when 6 
restraint is necessary to prevent a soldier under sentence who is 
suffering from a mental affection from injuring himself or others, 
or destroying clothing or other articles. It will only be resorted 
to on medical grounds, and by direction of the medical officer, 
who shall immediately inform the commandant in writing, and the 
commandant shall forthwith report the fact in writing to the G.O.C. 
and enter it in his journal. : 


192. The medical officer will visit the patient while under re- 
straint in the jacket, at least twice in every 24 hours, and oftener 
if required. He will also keep a record of the day and hour when 
the restraint was applied, the day and hour it was finally discon- 
tinued, and the reasons for its employment. The restraint shall not 
be continued longer than is necessary, and never for more than 24 
hours consecutively. If, after that period, the medical officer deems 
it necessary again to order this jacket, one hour at least must 

" elapse before it is re-applied, and he must make a record of the fact 
as before, and continue his visits as specified above, and the same 
reports will be made as on a first occasion. 


193. When the restraint is discontinued tho medical officer will 
inform the commandant thereof in writing. 


Bopy Bett. 


194. The Body Belt may be used for restraining soldiers under 
sentence guilty of violent conduct, and for whom the other means 
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of restraint are inappropriate. It is not to be continued for a longer 
period than may be necessary for the soldicr’s own safety, or for that 
of others, and it is in all cases to be used only with the concurrence 
of the medical officer. 


195. The use of the body belt will be subject to the same restric- 
tions as above directed in respect of the restraint jacket. 


Canvas CLOTHING. 


196. The following articles of canvas clothing may be made use 
of for soldiers under sentence who destroy their ordinary clothing :— 


(1) Canvas Suit consisting of frock and trousers made of canvas 
sail cloth No. 2, and not to exceed 12 pounds in weight. 
Each case will be reported to the visitor who shall next 
visit the detention barrack or prison; the date of com- 
mencing and ceasing to wear the dress being duly 
recorded by the commandant. 

(2) Canvas Waistcoat and Trousers in one, and Canvas Frock 
made to open down the back, with buttons, and eyelet 
holes fora lace. The frock to be worn over the clothing, 
to have an opening at the back, wide enough to admit the 
head, and to be fastened at the neck with a strap and lock. 
A leather belt, also fastened by a lock, to be worn round 
the waist, and kept in its place by being passed through 
two small leather loops placed on each side of the frock. 
The waistcoat, trousers, and frock to be all made of canvas 
sail cloth No. 2. This dress may be used on recommenda- 
tion of the medical officer, for medical cases under treat- 
ment in the infirmary, to prevent soldiers under sentence 
stripping themselves, tearing up their clothing, and thus 
suffering from exposure to cold. The particulars in each 
case are to be duly recorded by the medical officer and 
the commandant, and reported to the visitor who shall 
next visit the detention barrack or prison. 


Section VI.—Training and Education. 
1.—MILITARY TRAINING. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


197. Bearing in mind that soldiers are, in most cases, to 
return to the colours on release, and that they should be fit at once 
to resume their places in the ranks, the commandant will pay speoial 
attention not only to the discipline and military training of such 
soldiers, but also to their bearing and personal appearance. 
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2.—EDUCATIONAL TRAINING. 


198. Educational training will be carried out at the discretion of 
the commandant. Men undergoing sentences of 28 days and 
upwards may be prepared for third and second class certificates 
of education, and their examination carried out under instructions 
from the G.O.C.-in-C. of the command, in a sooondange with Educa: 
tional Training, 1923. 


3.—LIBRARBY. 
Provision oF Books. 


199. Two libraries are maintained under the orders of the com: 
mandant in each detention barrack and prison :— 


(a) For the use of the staff. 
(b) For soldiers under sentence. 


The library for the use of the staff is maintained by a supply of books 
and periodicals requisitioned on A.F. L 1385 annually on 1st April, 
from the War Office. The total cost of the books requisitioned each 
year will not exceed 2s. for each member of the staff. 

In each demand (after the first) the names of any books which 
are worn out or require replacement should be shown. 

When annual demands are made, a few extra books in proportion 
to the demand will be shown as an alternative issue for those which 
may not be available. 

Numbers should be assigned to each book, and as received they 
should be taken on ledger charge. 

The library for the use of soldiers under sentence is maintained 
at 5s. per head, calculated on the daily average number of soldiers | 
in custody during the preceding twelve.months. Demands will be 
forwarded on A.F. L 1385 annually on Ist April to the War Office, 
and may include any suitable book in print of a useful and instructive 
kind. The name of the publisher and the published price should 
be stated. 

A few books in foreign languages may be included, if ica 
desirable. 


Section VII.—General Duties. 
1.—GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR Pusiic STOREs, &o. 


200. In the event of any article, the property of the detention 
barrack or prison, being lost, wilfully, or through carelessness 
damaged, by a soldier under sentence, or in the event of any damage 
being committed by a soldier to his room, room furniture, or to any 
part of the detention barrack or prison, the commandant will make a 
charge of tho amount of such loss or damage against the O.C. his 
troop or company, who will recover such amount from the soldier 
on his return to his unit by stoppage from his pay. 
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201. The authorized scale of room ie td is oo in Schedule 
84 of Barrack Schedules, Part I. 


202. Members of the staff are liable to pay for any articles com- 
mitted to their charge which through their negligence may be lost 
or damaged, or for any other damage which they may commit. 


Care or Private Property. 


203. The private property of a soldier who has not been sentenced 
to or recommended for discharge will be retained in his unit, as 
directed by King’s Regulations. Where this has not been done, 
the fact should be reported to the O.C. the unit, or, at the discretion 
of the commandant, to the War Office. - 


204. A “ Property Book ” will be kept, in which shall be made an 
entry (to be signed by the soldier under sentence, and attested by 
the appointed member of the detention barrack or prison staff), 
of the clothes, money, or other articles found upon the soldier ; 
which clothes, money and articles the commandant will take into 
his possession, to be accounted for or returned to such soldier when 
released from the detention barrack or prison, and any other money 
that may be received for a soldier under sentence shall be placed to 
the credit of such soldier, and similarly accounted for on his reelase, 


205. Clothing and other articles will be purified if required. 


SpeciaL Guarbs. 

206. In the event of a guard being furnished specially for the 
detention barrack or prison, or of sentries being posted from another 
guard for the greater security of the detention barrack or prison, and 
to prevent escape, the commandant will inform the officer or N.C.O. 
commanding it, of his requirements as to the posting of sentries 
and the duties they will be required to perform, and if the guard is 
specially furnished for the detention barrack or prison, as to putting 
the whole or any part of his guard under arms in any part of the 
detention barrack or prison, during such time as he may deem 
necessary. In no case will he allow a sentry to be employed in the 
discipline of the detention barrack or prison, nor to hold any 
communication whatever with the soldiers under sentenco, and he 
will take care that in mounting sentries no facilities are afforded for 
a breach of these rules. 


2.—DUTIES REGARDING SOLDIERS UNDER SENTENCE. 
/ Occupation or Rooms. 
“207. The commandant will cause an abstract, approved by. the 


Secretary of State, of the regulations relating to the treatment and 
conduct of soldiers under sentence, to be posted in. each room. 


208. Ooir, hair or flock picking pie be carried out in an open 
shed and not in a room. 
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209. Each soldier under sentence will usually occupy a room by 
himself by day and night. Epileptic soldiers or those labouring 
under diseases requiring assistance or supervision in the night 
may at any time, notwithstanding this rule, be placed, by order of 
the medical officer, with not fewer than two other soldiers under 
sentence. ; 


210. In every detention barrack, special rooms, and in every 
military prison, special cells will be provided for the temporary 
confinement of refractory or violent soldiers under sentence. 


211. No room will be used for the separate confinement of a 
soldier under sentence unless it is certified under authority from the 
War Office to be of such a size, and to be lighted, warmed, ventilated 
and fitted up in such a manner as may be requisite for health, and 
furnished with the means of enabling the soldier to communicate at 
any time with a member of the staff of the detention barrack or 
prison ; and this certificate may be varied so as to express the period 
of detention or imprisonment for which each room may be considered 
fit, and the number of hours in the day during which the soldiers 
* under sentence may be employed therein. 


212. No special room or special cell will be used unless it is 
certified under authority from the War Office to be furnished with 
means for enabling the soldier under sentence to communicate at any 
time with a member of the staff of the detention barrack or prison, 
and fit for occupation without detriment to the health of the soldier 
under sentence. 


213. Every certified room will be distinguished by a number or 
mark placed in a conspicuous position, and shall be referred to by its 
number or mark in the certificate furnished from the War Office, and 
if the number or mark of any certified room is changed without 
sanction from the War Office or the room itself is structurally altered, 
such room will be deemed to be an uncertified room, until a fresh 
certificate has been given. 


214. At stations abroad the duty of ascertaining the state of a 
room used for the separate confinement or punishment of soldiers 
under sentence will devolve on a military staff officer appointed by 
the G.O.C., assisted by an officer of the Royal Engineers, who shall 
adopt the same standard as may from time to time be applied to such 
rooms in the United Kingdom, so far as applicable. ‘The fitness of 
the rooms for occupation will be certified by the staff officer to the 
0.C. at the station, before they are occupied by soldiers under sen- 


nie Copies of all certificates issued will be forwarded to the War 
ce. 


Foop, CLoTHING aND BEppING. ° 


215. Sufficient bed clothes will be provided for every soldier 
under sentence. Additional clothing and bedding may be issued 
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during severe weather, or in special cases as the miaicel officer may 
deem requisite. 


216. Water bottles or other utensils for deinlaie water are to be 
inspected daily before being refilled. 


217. Scales and legal weights and measures will be provided, 
and will be open to the use of any soldiers under sentence under such 
regulations as may be necessary. 

218. A soldier under sentence who has any complaint to make 
regarding the diet furnished to him, or who wishes his diet to bo 
weighed or measured to ascertain whether he is being supplied with 
the authorized quantity, must make his request as soon as possiblo 
after the diet is handed to him and before his door is locked, and it 
will bo weighed or measured in his presence and in that of the 
member of the staff deputed for that purpose. 


219. The scales of diet for soldiers under sentence at Homo 
stations will be aa given in the following tables :—

221. At stations abroad the above scales of diet may also be used 
when deemed expedient; but if not, such dict only will be used ag 
may have received the sanction of the G.O.C., and the diet so 
authorized will be reported to the War Office and stated in the local 
regulations of the command. 

Appendix VI gives the table for computing issues of dems. 
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PERSONAL CLEANLINESS. 


222, Every soldier under sentence will take a bath on reception, : 
unless it shall be otherwise directed by the commandant or medical 
officer. 


223. Soldiers under sentence will be required to keep themselves 
clean and decent in their persons. They will obey such regulations 
ag regards washing, bathing, hair cutting and shaving, as may be 
established with a view to a proper maintenance of health and cleanli- 
ness. They will be allowed a proper supply of clean linen, towels, 
&c. The hair of soldiers under sentence will not be cut closer than 
may be necessary for purposes of health and cleanliness. 


224. If any soldier under sentence is found to have any cutaneous 
disease, or to be infested with vermin, means will be taken effectually 
to eradicate the same, and the case will be reported to the 0.0, 
unit, or, at the discretion of the commandant, to the G.O.C. 


225. No soldier under sentence will be stripped or bathed in the 
presence of any other soldier under sentence. 


226. The times of bathing will be arranged by the commandant 
so that each soldier under sentence has a bath once a week at least. 


FRIENDS OF SOLDIERS UNDER SENTENCE, AND LETTERS. - ~ 


227. No person will be admitted to visit a soldier under sentence 
until he has given his name and address and relationship to, or 
connection with, the soldier, if any, and these particulars will be 
duly recorded in the commandant’s journal. 


228. If the commandant knows any sufficient cause why any 
visitor should not be admitted, ho will refuse admission to such 
person and will duly record the circumstances. 


229. If the commandant has any ground for suspicion, he may 
search, or cause to be searched, male visitors, but such search will 
not be made in the presence of any soldier under sentence or of 
another visitor ; and in case of any visitor refusing to be searched, 
the commandant may deny him admission. ‘The grounds of such 
proceeding, with the particulars thereof, are to be recorded by the 
commandant. 


230. A soldier under sentence will, on admission, be allowed to 
communicate with his relatives and respectable friends by letter, 
as provided in Rule 119 (vii) (4), and to be visited by them in the 
detention barrack or prison, and subsequently he will be allowed 
the same privilege at intervals, to be determined according to his 
good conduct and industry. Not more than three persons will be 
admitted at one time to visit a soldier under sentence. No other 
person will be allowed to communicate with o soldier under sentence 
except at the discretion of the commandant and as provided for in 
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Rule 119 (viii) J. These privileges may be forfeited at any time 
for misconduct or breach of regulations of the detention barrack 
or prison. Visits of friends to soldiers under sentence on Sundays 
will be allowed at the discretion of the commandant. 


231. Friends of soldiers under sentence desiring to visit them will 
be admitted only to the place appropriated for the purpose, except 
in special cases with the sanction of the proper authority. Soldiers 
under sentence reported by the medical officer to be seriously ill 
may be visited elsewhere by any near relative or friend, on & written 
order of the commandant. 


232. Soldiers under sentence will be visited in the presence of a 
member of the staff. 


233. The period of the visit allowed to any soldier under sentence 
will be at the discretion of the commandant. 


234. Officers of police may visit soldiers under sentence for the 
purpose of identification, on production of an order from the proper 
police or magisterial authority. 


235. If there are reasonable grounds for suspecting that any 
person who is admitted within the detention barrack or prison for 
the purpose of seeing a soldier under sentence brings in or takes out 
any articles for an improper purpose, or contrary to the regulations 
of the detention barrack or prison, the commandant is authorized 
to terminate the visit of such person, duly recording the fact in his 
journal. He may remove from the detention barrack or prison any 
visitor whose conduct is improper, duly recording the fact. 


236. The commandant will read every letter.addressed to or 
written by, a soldier under sentence, and he will use his discretion in 
communicating to, or withholding from, a soldier under sentence, 
at any time, the contents of any letter addressed to such soldier ; 
but every case in which he may think proper to withhold the contents 
of a letter, or to withhold the letter itself on the release of the soldier, 
will be fully recorded. He may, at any time, communicate to a 
soldier under sentence, or to his friends, any matter of importance 
to such soldier, in case the soldier should not be entitled to write 
or receive a letter. 

Special envelopes for the use of soldiers under sentence can be 
obtained from the War Office. They should be described as 
‘“* Envelopes, cream wove, thin, with small G.R. cameoed beneath 
flap, gummed, No. 6, 5” x 37.” 


237. On the release of a soldier under sentence, the letters addressed. 
to him while in custody are to be given up to him with his other 
property, unless the commandant thinks proper to withhold them 
on account of their contents. 
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Boys. 


238. Whenever a boy is admitted to a branch detention barrack 
the fact will be reported in manuscript at once to the commandant, 
who controls the branch detention barrack. 

Boys will not be treated as men. With the advice of medical - 
officers and chaplains the commandant will arrange for such instruc- 
tion and work to be given as may be suited to their age and capa- 
bilities. 

All boys who are sentenced to periods of detention of over 168 
hours, will be committed to Aldershot Detention Barrack. 


3.—DAILY DUTIES AND PARADES. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


239. The commandant will himself, once each day, parade and 
carefully inspect all soldiers and cause members of the staff in charge 
of sections or parties to inspect them every time they parade for 
drill, exercise, or work out of their rooms, and to require a high 
standard of cleanliness and neatness in regard to their persons, 
clothing, &c., &c. 


240. A locking-up report shall be made to the commandant 
at 8 p.m. each night, and no ingress or egress shall be allowed into 
or out of the detention barrack or prison between the hours of 
8 o’clock at night and 6.30 o’clock in the morning, except to the 
commandant, chaplain, medical officer, or serjeant-major, or, in 
special cases, which will be duly recorded by the commandant in his 
journal. 

One member of the staff must always be present at the issue of 
suppers. 


Time TABLES. 


241. The duties of the staff and the employment of soldiers under 
sentence will be regulated by the following detailed time tables of 
daily duties throughout the year. 

At military prisons, detention barracks and branch detention’ 
barracks abroad, such modifications as may be necessary to meet 
local circumstances will be allowed; but no alteration of any kind 
may be made without sanction from the War Office. Such modifica- 
tions, with the date of sanction, are to be noted on the time tables 
at each detention barrack or prison. During winter months the 
hour for school may be altered at the discretion of the commandant 
so as to commence after outside work ceases.

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242. A soldier under sentence will be inspected in marching order 
and will periodically drill in this order, at the discretion of the com- 
mandant. Parades and drills will be instructional and not for tho 
purposes of punishment. 

Parades will be hold in full dress (dismounted), except headdress, 
on Sundays and such other days as the commandant may direct. 


243, On Sundays all soldiers under sentence at detention, branch 
detention barracks or prisons will parade for inspection before 
marching to church. = 


244, During inclement weather, it will be within the discretion 
of a commandant to vary the hours laid down for particular work or 


duty, and so ensure, as far as possible, that tho duty, drill, &c., out of 
doors, is not omitted. , 


245. Soldiers under sentence who are not to rejoin their units 
on release, will not be practised in drill or physical training, or be 
given military training, but will be kopt at industrial work instead. 


Such soldiers may be givon walking exercise on the recommendation 
of the medical officer. 


246, Cleaning of arms will be carried out daily. 


Keys. 


247. A momber of the staff entrusted with keys must keep them 
carefully in his own possession while on duty, and will not leave 
them lying about, nor lend them to any person on any pretence 
whatever. 


248, When going off duty for tho night, or proceeding on leave, he 
will deliver over all keys in his charge to the proper person in accor- 
dance with the rules. 


249, As each member of the staff goes off duty for the night, the 
N.C.O. sleeping in will take ovor his keys and seo that they are locked 
up in tho proper receptacle. He will retain on his person a sealed 
packet containing tho duplicate key of this receptacle, which may 
be used by him only on emergency. While on duty he remains 
responsible for the safe custody of this receptacle. Master-koys 


are not to be used for locking or unlocking the room doors of soldiers 
under sentence, 


4.—MEDICAL DUTIES.. . 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. : 


250. The medical officer will bo furnished daily with a list of 
soldiers under sentence who complain of illness, or are removed to 


hospital, or are confined to their rooms by illness, or ate undef 
punishment. 
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251. If the medical officer gives directions for any soldier under 
sentence to be removed from the detention barrack or prison to 
hospital, the commandant or governor will take immediate steps 
to give effect to these directions, or to notify them, if necessary, 
to the O.C, the district or station so that he may issue an order for 
such removal and for the safe custody of the soldier under sentence 
while in hospital. In cases of emergency the medical officer will 
act on his own responsibility in directing the immediate removal 
of a soldier under sentence to hospital. In such cases ho will take 
the necessary steps for tho safe custody of the soldier until the 
covering order for removal is received. 


252. The instructions of the medical officer for isolating soldiers 
under sentence who have contracted infectious or contagious discase, 
or are suspected thereof, will be at once attended to; and steps will 
be taken to cleanse and disinfect the detention barrack or prison or 
any part thereof and to cleanse, disinfect and, if necessary, destroy 
any infected bedding or clothing. 


253. Strict attention will be paid to the ventilation drainage and 
gencral sanitary condition of the detention barrack or prison, and 
the necessary measures will be taken tor maintaining the sanitation 
in perfect order. 


254, The commandant and medical officer will frequently inspect 
the ablution rooms, baths, and all other parts of the detention 
barrack or prison and will satisfy themselves that all are maintained 
in proper condition. It is the duty of any member of the staff to 
report at once any defect in the sanitary arrangements. 


255. Soldiers under sentence, if employed at work in their own 
rooms, will be permitted to take such exercise in the open air as the 
medical officer may deem necessary for their health, 


256, All directions given by the medical officer in relation to any 
soldier under sentence, with the exception of orders for the supply of 
medicines or directions in relation to such matters as are carried into 
effect by the medical officer himself, or under his superintendence, 
will be furnished in writing to the commandant, and entered in the 
medical officer’s journal. 


Inquzsts, 


257. It is the duty of the coroner who has jurisdiction in the 
place to which the detention barrack or prison belongs to hold an 
inquest on the body of every soldier under sentence who may die, 
within the detention barrack or prison. Where it is practicable, 
one clear day should intervene between the day of the death and the 
day of holding the inquest ; and in no case will any member of tho 
staff of the detention barrack or prison, or any soldier in the deten- 
tion barrack or prison, be a juror on such inquest, ; 
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258. In no case, where an inquest is held on the body of a soldier 
under sentence who dies within the detention barrack or prison, will 
any person engaged in any sort of trade or dealing with the detention 
barrack or prison be a juror on such inquest. 


5.—PRECAUTIONS AGAINST FIRE. 
GenzraL INsTRucTIONS. 


269. The commandant will issue the necessary orders as safe- 
guards against ‘‘ Fire,” complying with King’s Regulations so far as 
they apply. 

260. A daily inspection and report should be made to ensure 
that tanks which contain water intended for use on such occasions 


are kept full and that the pressure in all mains supplicd from other » 
sources is sufficient. 


261. In the hall of the detention barrack or prison, or other 
conspicuous part, a board should be placed stating where the hydrants 
are situated which should be used in case of fire in the several parts 
of the detention barrack or prison, and where the keys, turncocks, 


fire buckets, ladders, and other necessary implements are to be 
obtained, 


262. A copy of any order issued by the O.C. the troops, regarding 
the assistance to be rendered by the troops in the event of fire at the 
detention barrack or prison, should also be placed on a board for the’ 
information of all concerned. 


263. In case of fire the member of the staff in charge of the deten- 
tion barrack or prison at the time will be responsible for ensuring 
that proper arrangements are made. 


264, The orders to be observed in case of fire will be read out once 
& quarter to all the members of the staff; and N.C.Os. nowly 
appointed are expected to have made themselves acquainted with 
them before being considered to have passed their probation. 


265. A fire piquet of soldiers under sentence will be told off and 
located in the rooms nearest to the fire appliances. All the detention 
barrack or prison staff are to be trained in fire duties, and should 
have a knowledge of the hydrants. 


266. In case of fire occurring in any building occupied by soldiers 
under sentence, or in quarters occupied by members of the staff, or 
contiguous thereto, safety of life is the main object to be attended 
to in the first instance ; the secure custody of soldiers under sentence, 
and steps for extinguishing the fire, will be the next consideration. 


267. When a fire ocours between the hours of locking and unlocking 
the detention barrack or prison, the member of the staff discovering 
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it, or the night watchman, will at once ring any bells that communi- 
cate with the commandant’s, serjeant-major’s or any staff quarters, 
and will apprise the gate-keeper or guard, who will immediately call 
up all members of the staff occupying quarters, or living in the vicinity 
of the detention barrack or prison, and if considered necessary at the 
neighbouring barracks and other places where there are fire-engines. 


268, The alarm bell will only be rung by order of the commandant 
or serjeant-major unless urgent circumstances arise. 


269. If the fire should be in any of the divisions occupied by the 
soldiers under sentence, the whole of the rooms in that division will 
be unlocked, and if requisite the soldiers under sentence will be 
marched to another part of the detention barrack or prison or to the 
parado ground, where regularity and silence must be maintained. 


270. In case of fire occurring in parts of the detention barrack or 
prison buildings not occupied by soldiers under sentence, or in the 
quarters of the members of the staff, the instructions given by 
Rule 267 will be acted on, but the instructions applicable in case 
of a fire in buildings where soldiers under sentence are located 
will not be acted on. 


271. In the event of the assistance of soldiers under sentence 
being required, the fire party will be turned out, but only as many 
of these are to be taken at a time as may be necessary for the duty 
required. 


272. The fire party will fall in and be ready to work the engine or 
hose as soon as the keys of the engine-house are given out, and if the 
fire be in the interior of the detention barrack or prison, other parties 
will be formed up from the tanks to the place of fire to pass buckets 
of water, and a party will man the pump. 

273. Should the fire occur in the neighbourhood of storerooms 
or offices, parties will be employed to remove stores and documents. 
All inflammable articles of furniture will be removed from the 
vicinity of the fire. 


274, All members of the staff entering the detention barrack or 
prison will repair at once to their respective wards, unless they 
receive special instructions to proceed to other points. 

275. In the event of a military guard being present, one half 
will be posted at intervals round the detention barrack or prison, 
the other half will be kept in reserve., 


6.—LEAVE OF ABSENCE. | 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


276. Commandants of detention barracks are placed as regards 
annual leave under Article 408, Pay Warrant, 1922. 
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277. A commandant shall not be absent from his quarters for 4 
night, without leave. Application for leave shall be mado to the 
G.O.C., and the result communicated to the War Office, the address 
while on leave being stated, if for over 3 days. 


278. When the commandant is absent on leave, or his services are 
not available by reason of sickness or other unavoidable cause, an 
officer shall at the discretion of the G.O.C. be appointed to act as his 
substitute; and, during such absence, the substitute so appointed 
will have the powers and perform the duties of the commandant. 
The name of the officer so detailed will be furnished to the Wat 
Office. 


279. Furlough may bo granted to members of the civilian staff 
and of the M.P.S.C. at such time as they can best be spared. 


Section VIII.—Books, Reports and Returns. 
1.—BOOKS. 


Genera. INSTRUCTIONS. 


280. The commandant will keep a journal and such other records 
and books as may be from time to time directed. 


281. He will be responsible for the safe custody of the journals, 
registers, books, commitments, and all other documents confided 
to his care. 


282. The discharge documents of warrant officers and N.C.Os. 
of the Military Provost Staff Corps will be prepared, signed and 
approved by the commandant, after which they will be forwarded 
to the War Office for confirmation and transmission to the Secretary, 
Royal Hospital, Chelsea. Each commandant will keep a numerical’ 
list of A.F's. B 2067. 


At the head of each form the name of the detention barrack ot 
prison will be added after the abbreviated title of the unit, thus :— 


M.P.S.C.

The superannuation paper of civilian employees will be prepared 
o duplicate, signed by the commandant, and forwarded to the Wat 
ffice. 


283. The duplicate attestations of warrant officers and N.C.0Os 
serving in branch detention barracks will be retained by the com: 
mandant of the detention barrack to whom they are directly 
responsible. 
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284, All mark registers (A.F. C 395), except those of naval ratings, 
will be retained by the commandant for three years, in accordance 
with King’s Regulations, after which time they may be destroyed. 

Committal warrants will be retained by the commandant for 
four years, after which time they may be destroyed. 


285. When naval ratings are transferred from a military detention 
barrack to a naval detention quarters the mark register (A.F. C 395) 
will in all cases be sent with the men. In other cases the mark 
registers will be retained by the commandant unless applied for 
by the naval authorities. 


286. Supply and fuel and light accounts, &c. (A.I's. F' 727 and - 
F 738), rendered from branch detention barracks, will be signed 
by the N.C.O. in charge and countersigned by the visiting officer. 


287. When ordnance articles are inspected locally the inspection 


note will be forwarded to the War Office as soon as the result is 
known. 


2.—REPORTS AND RETURNS. 


CASUALTIES, 


288. Casualties are in all cases to be reported to the War Office, 
as they occur, on A.F. 0 1810. Upon the death of a soldier under 
sentence the commandant will give immediate notice thereof to 
the coroner, or local civil authority when there is no coroner, and 
to the Q.C. his unit, as well ag to the nearest relative of the deceased, 
where practicable. 


SravisTicaL REconp. 


289. The commandant will transmit to the War Office; as soon 
as it can be prepared after the 1st January in each year, a statistical 
record, giving the number of soldiers and others admitted and 
released or otherwise disposed of during the preceding year, and other 
particulars from time to time required, accompanied by a special 
report of such observations and circumstances relating to the 
detention barrack or prison as may be of sufficient importance or 
may be required (see Appendix IX.). 


ANNUAL RETURN. 


290. The commandant will at the same time forward the annual . 
return and report of the medical officer. Averages shown in the 
annual return should be worked out to two decimal place.

APPENDIX IIL. 


MEMORANDUM ON THE EARNING AND AWARD OF MARKS UNDER 
THE PROGRESSIVE STAGE AND REMISSION SYSTEM. 


1. The awarding of marks under the Progressive Stage and 
Remission System is a most important and responsible duty and 
requires the greatest care and attention. 


2. The object of this system is to train and encourage the soldier 
under sentence to habits of industry and good conduct. If, therefore, 
marks are given which are not earned by industry, the whole object 
of this system is defeated. 


3. The principle of this system is that— 


Marks must be earned by industry. 
Marks so earned may be forfeited by misconduct. 


4, Rule 119 provides that a soldier under sentenco shall be able 
to earn each weok-day 8, 7 or 6 marks, according to the degree of his 
industry. There are, therefore, three degrees of industry, each 
carrying a different reward in tho shape of marks, and it is in deciding 
what has been the degree of industry and in fairly awarding marks 
that the exercise of care, attention, and judgment, by the command: 
ant is most necessary. 


5. In order to facilitate the proper awarding of marks, work should 
be tasked wherever possible, and marks awarded on tho following 
scale :—8 for the maximum task, ¢.e., what can be performed in the 
full number of hours laid down by a man working hard during the 
whole time ; 7 for the medium tasks, or five-sixths of the maximum 
task ; 6 for the minimum task or two-thirds of the maximum task. 
Bust there are some kinds of work which cannot be so treated, and 
soldiers vary greatly in their capabilities, and it is in such cases that 
special care and good judgment are required. In these cases marks 
should be allotted according to the industry of cach soldier. 


6. Whenever a soldier under sentence fails to complete the full 
task laid down or what tho commandant considers he is capable of 
performing, or does not do his best at any work he is called upon to 
do, the fact must be brought to the notice of the commandant fot 
investigation and decision as to whether the failure is wilful o! 
otherwise, the result being recorded on A. F. C 395, as well as 
the rate at which he should be tasked. 


7. When a soldier is employed at work which is tasked, the amount 
of work actually done will be marked upon A. F. C 395. 


8, Marks will not be deducted when men are placed “ on report." 


but they may be taken off as part of the punishment when a man it 
“oautioned ” or “ admonished.”

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APPENDIX V. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR KEEPING JOURNALS. 


The following instructions will be attended to in making entries 
in any journal required to be kept by the rules for military detention

1, The journal should be posted up daily. In all cases the 
following dates should be recorded, viz. :— 


(a) The date of the occurrences (giving day of week and 
month), and

side of the page, and the date (b) at the foot of the 
entries made during the day. 


2. The entries should be made, as far as circumstances will 
admit, on the day on which the various occurrences have 
taken place, and in no case later than the following day. 


3. Interpolations in the journal are not permitted. If an 
omission has been made it should be entered in the same 
part of the journal as the events of the day on which it is 
actually entered, a note being made in the margin of the 
day of occurrence calling attention to the place where the 
omitted entry will be found. 


4. The entries in each journal should be made independently of 
any journal kept by any other official.
